Responsi- , 
ble for the general planning of major medical facilities in the I Corps * v 
Tactical Zone, he fostered the rapid and orderly expansion of the Station 
Hospital from koh beds to 710 beds and through his teen, foresight in- 
itiated the timely planning for an additional tor-bed unit' to meet the . 
support requirements for increased troop strength. By his unceasing 
desire to provide better patient care, ■(he) began the Casualty Report- 
ing Study to obtain detailed information on circumstances and extent 
of wounds of all casualties admitted to the Station Hospital and initiated 
a formal intra-service agreement for shock and resuscitation study ef- 
forts * * • 

He is also entitled to the Ribbon for, and a facsimile of the Navy 
Unit Commendation awarded the Naval' Support Activity, Banang. 

In June 1968 he became Commanding Officer of the Naval Hospital, 
Philadelphia, Pennsylvania, and District Medical Officer of the Pourth 
Naval District, headquartered in Philadelphia and in August 1969 as- 
sumed command of the Naval Hospital, Oakland, California, He was 
ordered detached in June I972 for duty as Inspector General, Medical, 
Bureau of Medicine and Surgery, Navy Department, .Washington, ; D. C. : ,
